Portion 
control at the 
Last Supper 

Has even the Last Supper been supersized? 

The food in famous paintings of the 
meal has grown by biblical proportions 
over the last millennium, researchers re- 
ported in a medical journal Tuesday 

Using a computer, they compared the 
size of the food to the size of the heads 
in 52 paintings of Jesus Christ and his dis- 
ciples at their flnal meal before his death. 

If art imitates life, we’re in trouble, 
the researchers conclude. The size of the 
main dish grew 69 percent; the size of the 
plate, 66 percent, and the bread, 23 per- 
cent, between the years 1000 and 2000. 

The study is “not very meaningful sci- 
ence,” said Martin Binks, a behavioral 
health psychologist and a consultant at 
Duke University Medical Center. “We 
have real-life examples of the increase in 
portion size— all you have to do is look at 
what’s being sold at fast-food restaurants.” 

A more contemporary test would be to 
analyze portion sizes in Super Bowl com- 
mercials, he suggested. 

“That would be a much more meaning- 
ful snapshot of how this society’s rela- 
tionship to food has changed,” Binks said.

Don’t feel sorry 
for Chris Brown 

What’s more disturbing than an R&B star beating his equally famous 
girlfriend? 

That same star stomping his feet when his career doesn’t come 
surging back. 

Chris Brown served his mandatory jail sentence, did some com- 
munity service and has displayed remorse for punching Rihanna in 
February 2009. 

While the world slowly got over the shock of those unforgettable 
police photos of his bruised and swollen girlfriend, Brown sought 
treatment and publicly professed his shame. 

But he did so with a future album riding on it. 

Now that the December 2009 album, “Graffiti” —which brought 
mostly shrugs from critics —isn’t measuring up to Brown’s double- 
platinum history (none of its songs made the pop charts) Brown’s 
head is no longer hanging so low Instead of accepting the fate that 
comes with a botched image— and, daresay taking it to heart— he’s 
asking the world to hurry up and forget about it. 

“Some radio stations aren’t playing my records,” he said in a radio 
message on online forum Say Now “They’re not being that supportive 
and I wouldn’t expect them to.” 

Clarification: He doesn’t expect them to yet. 

“It’s on the fans. ... It’s in your power to bring me back,” he contin- 
ued. “It won’t be possible for me to be an artist if I don’t have support 
from people who give me an artist outlet. I can’t be an underground 
mixtape artist.” 

By asking fans to “bring me back,” Brown is implying his material is 
good enough to make them want to do so. He intones that the stigma 
surrounding him is interfering with his chances of getting heard. 

Aside from the grating tone of victimization in his plea, here’s my 
problem with that assumption: What if the music’s just not all that 
great? 

We live in an age where iTunes just sold its 10 billionth song and 
every band has a MySpace page. Some “underground mixtape artists” 
(such as Lily Allen, for example) have thrived despite radio absence 
because fans simply love their stuff If an album’s that good, someone’s 
going to notice, especially if you’re Chris Brown. 

But “Grafitti” is not an artistic achievement; it’s an elusive look into 
Brown’s life and is lacking actual repentance. It’s also a bit creepy to 
listen to a join-the-party single like “I Can Transform Can you 

blame a DJ for thinking a song indicating Brown has moved on and is 
partying it up might be a bit insensitive? 

Which brings the next question: What if Brown is right? What if 
he indeed is being snubbed? 

Then he should accept it and move on. Now is the time for Brown 
to prove he actually is capable of the humility he claims to have 
gained, although it maybe too late.

Where they live 


Englewood residents 
shocked by shooting 
of UPS driver, raily to heip 

Chicago Tribune 

Vacant lots remain strewn with discarded toys 
and debris on the corner where UPS driver 
Daniel Samuels was shot last summer in a 
botched robbery attempt. 

The attack, by Chicago crime statistics and 
reputation, wasn’t out of character for this 
South Side neighborhood. Samuels himself 
had seen plenty of violence along the route. 
After all, when he took the job about four 
years ago, he knew it was among the least 
popular with fellow drivers. 

But the dangers didn’t stop Samuels, 30, 
from seeing the good in a neighborhood be- 
set by a long history of economic and social 
problems. 


When you ask him about Englewood, 
he laughs, recalling the sweet old lady who 
needs 10 minutes to answer her door. Or the 
gang members who made way for him to de- 
liver medicine to their grandmothers. How he 
plotted with customers at Christmas to make 
sure their children weren’t home alone when 
he dropped off their presents. 

So it came as no surprise that when their 
deliveryman was attacked by two gunmen in- 
side his truck in July at 65th Street and Her- 
mitage Avenue, Englewood residents were 
devastated. They cried. News spread from the 
barbershop to the block. 

And then they reached out. They wrote to 
United Parcel Service. One resident worked 
with police to present him with a plaque. Get- 
well cards came in by the dozen. One oversize 
bright yellow card was signed by 30 residents. 

They included prayers, kind thoughts and 
apologies that Samuels got hurt simply doing 
his job. They were signed by the “Lady with 


the Dogs” and “Your Boy, Bill” or sometimes 
just a house number. 

Eight months later, Samuels is making a 
steady recovery Although the shooting left 
Samuels paralyzed in the legs, the feeling 
slowly has returned. He now is taking hesi- 
tant steps with a walker. Two young men were 
charged with attempted murder within days 
of the shooting. 

Samuels still has a lot of work ahead of him. 
But those around him have been surprised by 
his physical and emotional strength. 

“Eor someone who got shot, he has no an- 
ger. He is moving on with his life,” said Rajesh 
Kanuru, an attorney who is helping Samuels. 

“Like everybody in the neighborhood, we 
were just horrified and wondered who would 
be so coldhearted to strike down a guy like 
this,” said Clarence Lemond, 64, who lives on 
the block where Samuels was shot. “It really, 
really touched the core of everybody’s nerves 
to have him struck down.” 


Prosecutors: 
Women steal 
$ 300,000 
in tax returns 

Two women pocketed nearly 
$300,000 in state and federal tax 
returns after stealing the identities 
of more than 60 customers of an 
Indiana H&R Block branch, federal 
prosecutors say 

The alleged 
scheme was 
unc ove red 
after Rosetta 
Buchanan, 35, 
and Erancesca 
Eoster, 32— an 
H&R Block 
worker— were 
stopped last 
week in High- 
land, Ind., on 
suspicion of 
drunken driv- 
ing, according 
to police and 
court records. 

Highland 
police searched the vehicle and found 
more than 100 debit cards issued in 
other peoples’ names, lists of Social 
Security numbers, and H&R Block 
client information sheets, according 
to a criminal complaint filed Eriday 
in US. District Court in Hammond, 
Ind. 

When officers asked Eoster if the 
documents were related to identity 
theft, “Eoster dropped her head and 
advised, ‘Yes, it is,’ ” according to the 
complaint. 

Eoster worked as a tax preparer at 
an East Chicago, Ind., H&R Block 
office, where she printed out client 
information, including names, dates 
of birth and Social Security num- 
bers, the complaint states. 

Eraudulent tax returns were then 
filed in the names of the clients be- 
tween January and March, the com- 
plaint alleges. The refunds were elec- 
tronically sent to bank accounts set 
up by the two, according to the com- 
plaint. IRS agents said they have so 
far found 17 accounts with deposits 
totaling $289,870,64. 

The two remain in temporary cus- 
tody and are expected to appear in a 
Hammond court room Wednesday 
for a probable cause hearing, said 
Mary Hatton, a spokeswoman for 
the US. Attorney’s office. 
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Some aldermen unhappy 
about sweeper proposal 


Mayor Daley envisions efficiency in cutting 
the city’s street-sweeping force, but restive 
City Council members see only the further 
erosion of control in their wards before they 
face voters next year. 

Instead of one sweeper for each of Chicago’s 
50 wards that’s largely at the disposal of each 
alderman, Daley wants 33 sweepers to scrub 
equal-sized portions of the city 

Many aldermen bashed the mayor’s plan 


Tuesday, when they gathered to shoot the 
breeze after a committee meeting. Mostly, 
they fretted that yet more power will be cen- 
tralized under Daley when they’re the ones 
held responsible for the condition of local 
streets. 

“Some wards need more work; mine is one 
of them,” said Aid. Willie Cochran, 20th, who 
said he often dispatches the sweeper to messy 
areas brought to his attention by residents of 


his South Side ward. “I want to keep control of 
that sweeper.” 

Other aldermen said it’s a significant change 
that could upset their constituents less than 
a year before elections are held for all 50 City 
Council seats and the mayor’s office. In Chi- 
cago, an alderman’s ability to deliver services — 
whether it’s a new garbage bin, a tree trim or 
graffiti removal— can go a long way toward suc- 
cess at the polls. 


CPS to get 
rid of daily 
nachos 

Chicago Public Schools plan to 
ditch their daily nacho service in 
high school and get rid of doughnuts 
and Pop-Tarts for breakfast as part 
of a major nutritional overhaul of 
menus, according to interviews and 
documents examined by the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 

New standards from the CPS 
Nutrition Support Services address 
many of the concerns raised in Tri- 
bune articles. 

According to the district’s current 
food service operator, starting in 
June, nacho service will be reduced 
to once a week in high school and 
once a month in elementary school; 
sweet packaged desserts also wiU be 
reduced to weekly treats; and dough- 
nuts and Pop-Tarts will be eliminated.

Walgreens looking to spruce up its image 


Walgreens stores are about to get a new look 
as the drug store chain expands a test to make 
the stores more open, more colorful and easier 
to shop in. 

The Deerfield-based company is adding 
more food and wine, expanding its beauty aisles 
and preparing to add electronics this summer. 
The retailer also is lowering shelves and install- 
ing bigger and more colorful signs to help shop- 
pers navigate the store. 

The new format, called customer centric 
retailing, is slated to roll out to 2,500 to 3,000 


stores by this fall from 700 now, said Walgreens 
CEO and President Gregory Wasson in an 
earnings conference call Tuesday 

The company concentrated its first test in 
Houston and Dallas. Wasson declined to reveal 
where the next test market will be. 

‘As we’ve said before, this is an ongoing pro- 
cess with many checkpoints along the way to 
allow us the opportunity to tweak and refine 
as needed,” Wasson said. ‘As we move into the 
next phase, we’ll continue to build sales, take 
work out of stores, lower inventory and, most 


importantly, improve our customers’ overall 
shopping experience.” 

As part of the makeover, Walgreens has 
eliminated about 3,500 products from each 
store to focus on fewer, better selling items. 
The move took $500 million of inventory out 
of the chain and lowered labor costs by cutting 
down on restocking work. 

Walgreens relies on sales at the front end of 
the store, the industry term for everything that 
doesn’t come from the pharmacy for almost 
40 percent of its revenue. 


CTA driver struck 
In fare dispute 

A CTA bus driver was taken to 
the hospital in serious condition 
after being struck by a customer 
during a fare dispute Tuesday in 
West Elsdon, officials said.

Court asked to throw 
out Asian carp request 

The three defendants at the 
center of the Asian carp dispute 
have asked the Supreme Court to 
toss out Michigan’s request to re- 
open a near 90-year-old case that 
could force closure of shipping 
locks in Chicago-area waterways. 

In court records filed late 
Monday, the U.S. Solicitor 
General’s office (filing on behalf of 
the Army Corps of Engineers), the 
Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District of Great Chicago and 
Illinois Attorney General Lisa 
Madigan argue against opening 
the 1922 case. 

Daley: shorter year 
‘not the quick answer’ 

Mayor Daley on Tuesday came 
out against the idea of cutting 
the school week back to four 
days, calling it a step in the wrong 
direction as the city tries to find 
new organized activities for kids 
to keep them off the street. 

“That is not the quick answer, 
to shorten the number of days,” 
Daley said. The mayor was re- 
acting to Monday’s approval by 
the Illinois House to allow local 
school boards to set four-day 
weeks for students in an effort 
to help strapped school districts 
save money.

A Northwest Side man with a 
history of witness intimidation 
was held in lieu of $1 million bail 
Tuesday in connection with near- 
ly 50 felony weapons charges 
and was barred from all Cook 
County courthouses unless re- 
quired to be in court.

States sue over health care 


WASHINGTON President Obama on 
Tuesday signed into law a landmarlc 
health care reform bill, presiding over the 
biggest shift in U.S. domestic policy since 
the 1960s and capping a divisive, yearlong 
debate that could define the November 
congressional elections. 

The law will bring near-universal cov- 
erage to a wealthy country in which tens 
of millions of people are uninsured. The 
plan’s provisions will be phased in over 
four years, and it is expected to expand 
coverage to about 94 percent of eligible 
non-elderly Americans, compared with 
the 83 percent who have coverage today 
“We have now just enshrined the core 
principle that everybody should have

some basic security when it comes to their 
health,” Obama said at a signing ceremony 
at the White House, where he was joined 
by House and Senate Democrats who 
backed the bill as well as ordinary Ameri- 
cans whose health care struggles have 


touched the president. 

Shortly after Obama signed the bill, 
mostly Republican attorneys general from 
13 states said they are suing the federal gov- 
ernment to stop the health care overhaul, 
arguing that the provision that requires 
Americans to carry health insurance is un- 
constitutional. Experts say the effort likely 
will fail because the U.S. Constitution says 
that federal law supersedes state laws, but 
the challenge may keep the issue fresh in 
the minds of voters come November. 

Democratic lawmakers say they have 
delivered on Obama’s pledge for change, 
revamping a system in which the spiraling 
costs have put health care and insurance 
out of the reach of many Americans.

Adam Burish might not sit behind a set of 
turntables, wear fat gold chains (that we 
knowoO or spell out “bling” across his fists 
with shimmering three-finger rings, but 
he’s a DJ nonetheless.

Apparently, sudden death on its own 
in the playoffs wasn’t exciting enough 
for the NFL.

If the game becomes tied 
again after that next series, play will 
continue under the current sudden- 
death rules.

“Just because it’s dark and mysterious, it doesn’t need to 
be sinister and evil,” says Chicago-based singer Tania May- 
Bowers. “It can be uplifting as well.” 

That assessment offers some clarity as to why the Mel- 
bourne, Australia, native, who records under the name 
Via Tania, says her ethereal music is both “very dark and 
very light.” Her latest, “Moon Sweet Moon,” certainly toes 
the line between enchanting pop and stranger material 
that threatens to float somewhere spooky Light or dark, 
the music’s catching on. In 2007 Via Tania played two 
solo shows in a week at buzz-making Austin fest South 
by Southwest; this year, she played six shows in four days 
there with a full band. 

May-Bowers, 34, also is a makeup artist— see her recent 
work in Califone’s “All My Friends Are Funeral Singers”— 
and has lived in Ukrainian Village off and on since ’99. She 
doesn’t hesitate when asked what Chicagoans don’t un- 
derstand that Australians do: “How easy health care could 
really be.” 

What reactions do you get at shows? Do people dance, 
or do they come up after and say, “I didn't get it"? 

[Laughs] No one ever comes up and says, “I didn’t get 
it.” No one ever really says anything negative to me. I 
think it’s more cultural. I think it’s more like when I’m in 
Australia, people think my music is really experimental 
because Australia [has] this whole acoustic folk-pop-rock 
thing that’s always been there. Whereas when I’m here in 
Chicago ... people think my music is more like pop music. 
It all depends where I am, and I can kind of tell what 
crowd it is based on whether they get it or don’t get it. 

Maybe you should perform in the middle of the ocean, 
right in between. 

[Laughs] ^ah, right. Find some island somewhere. It’s 
really nice when people come up and say things. Usually 
it’s emotional somehow for them. That’s when I get taken 
aback by people; it’s because they were crying or some- 


thing. [Laughs] I’m like, “Whoa, really? OK, crazy!” 

You get people crying at shows a lot? 

I wouldn’t say a lot, but ... every now and then it’s kind 
of hke, “Whoa, that person’s kind of crying over there, 
OK.” Some people just find it emotional. 

If someone spaces out while listening, is that a 
compliment or an insult? 

I take anything as a compliment if they just stay in the 
room, I guess. 

The album seems like it could sync up with a movie, like 
“The Wall" with “The Wizard of Oz." What movie should 
“Moon Sweet Moon" go with? 

Oh, man. Gosh. Gosh gosh gosh. I have no idea. I really 
love that movie, “Let the Right One In.” It wouldn’t be as 
serious as that. That was an amazing movie. Vlaybe if it 
was slightly happier. Slightly happier vampire story 

You've said you were an outsider from an early age. 
What do you mean by that? 

I guess maybe an observer. Where I just sit back and 
observe people. I’d often be in the other room, not in the 
main room where everybody is. ... Like one of those kids 
who just always go to the other room and hangs out by 
themself I was definitely one of those kids. 

Watching and secretly plotting. 

^ah, sort of ... I spent a lot of my time with the adults. 
Watching the kids and stuff More than actually hanging 
out with the kids. 

That's why people think you're mysterious. 

^ah, yeah. I was always better friends with my friends’ 
moms than [with] my friends. I still am, probably

The label is everywhere, but controversy 
rages over its value— and what it really means

Are organic strawberries worth the extra dollar? 

The health benefits of organic food are intensely debated. By definition, 
organically grown foods are produced without most conventional pesticides, 
fertilizers made with synthetic ingredients or sewage sludge. Livestock aren’t 
given antibiotics or growth hormones. And organic farmers emphasize renew- 
able resources and conservation of soil and water. 

But organic food can be pricey 

“I usually skip out on it because it’s more expensive,” said Heather Zierke, 24, 
a hair colorist in the Gold Coast. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
which runs the National Organic Program, 
says an organic label does not imply that a 
product is superior. And some say there’s 
no need to eat organic to be healthy: Sim- 
ply choose less processed food and more 
fruits and vegetables. 

The crux of the argument often comes 
down to the nutritional benefits of organic 
foods, something that’s hard to measure. 

Elizabeth Anderson, a financial consul- 
tant who lives in Streeterville, said she’s 
concerned about the effect of pesticides 
on soil and water systems and the poten- 
tial health ramifications of non-organic 
products. She said organic groceries are 
“worth the price.” 

Last summer, the debate came to a head 
after the American Journal of Clinical Nu- 
trition published a review that concluded 


organic and conventional food had compa- 
rable nutrient levels. 

The outraged organic community criti- 
cized the study for not addressing pesti- 
cide residue, a major reason people choose 
organic. The study also did not address the 
impact of farming practices on the environ- 
ment and personal health. 

Maria Rodale, a third-generation advo- 
cate for organic farming, urges consumers 
to look beyond nutrition to the chemicals 
going into our soil, our food and our bodies. 
“What we do to our environment, we are 
also doing to ourselves,” said Rodale, chair- 
woman and CEO of Rodale Inc., which pub- 
lishes health and wellness content. 

Here’s a closer look at some of the factors 
that may influence your decision whether to 
buy organic products.

Dairy and meat 

Organic dairy and meat products come 
from animals not treated with antibiotics or 
genetically engineered bovine growth hor- 
mones, which are used to stop the spread of 
disease and to boost milk production. Past 
rules on “access to pasture” were vague. But 
a new regulation requires that animals graze 
for a minimum of 120 days. In addition, 
30 percent of their dietary needs must come 
from pasture. 

The bottom line: The dairy cow’s diet is key 
Organic milk has more vitamins, antioxi- 
dants, omega-3 fatty acids and conjugated 
linoleic acid because the cows eat high lev- 
els of grass. Research published in the Brit- 
ish Journal of Nutrition found organic milk 
can improve the quality of breast milk and 
may protect young children against asthma 
and eczema. 


Though the EDA says milk from cows 
treated with bovine growth hormone is safe 
and indistinguishable from other milk, 
consumers are spooked. Dean Eoods, the 
nation’s largest dairy producer, no longer 
sells milk from those cows, and Krogers, i 
Walmart, Costco, Starbucks, Dannon, 
Yoplait and several other companies have 
pledged not to use it. 

As with dairy organic meat has higher 
levels of omega-3’s because of the higher 
forage content in their diet. It also has 
lower fat overall than animals fed a high- 
corn diet, said said Charles Benbrook, 
chief scientist at The Organic Center, a 
pro-organics research institution. Eat- 
ing organic dairy or meat also can help 
with another issue: The use of antibiotics 
on farms has contributed to an increase in 
antibiotic-resistant genes in bacteria. 


Cosmetics, personal care 


Chemicals in personal care products have been 
linked to environmental pollution and human 
health concerns. Of particular concern are 
phthalates, which have been linked to endo- 
crine disruption. Environmental concerns also 
are rising about the tiny nanoparticles now be- 
ing added to cosmetics, sunscreens and other 
products. Notably, organic personal care prod- 
ucts can be labeled “organic” but still contain 
synthetic ingredients. 

The bottom line: Of the 3,000 chemicals used 


in high volume in personal care products, 01 
half have been put through basic toxicity te

Farmers using conventional practices treat 
crops with pesticides that protect them from 
mold, insects and disease, but can leave resi- 
dues. Organic fruits and vegetables have fewer 
pesticide residues and lower nitrate levels than 
conventional fruits and vegetables, according 
to a 1996 scientific summary report by the 
Institute of Food Technologists. 

The bottom line: Experts say pesticide 
\ ^ residues pose only a small health risk. 
\ But fetuses and children are more vul- 
nerable to the effects of the synthetic 
chemicals, which are toxic to the 
brain and nervous system, Landrigan 
said. 

The Environmental Working Group 
recommends buying organically-grown 
peaches, apples, bell peppers, celery, 
nectarines, strawberries, cherries, kale, let- 
tuce, imported grapes and pears because they 
are the most heavily sprayed. Onions, avocado, 
sweet corn and pineapple have some of the low- 
est levels of pesticides. 

As for nutrition, one French study 
found that, in some cases, organic plant 
products have more minerals such as iron 
and magnesium and more antioxidant poly- 
phenols. 

But although mounting evidence suggests 
that soil rich in organic matter produces 
more nutritious food, “we are never 
going to be able to say organic is al- 
ways more nutrient-dense; that’s go- 
ing beyond the science,” Benbrook 
said. 


Processed foods 

Many processed foods— pasta, candy, cookies, crack- 
ers, baby food— now come in organic versions. Prod- 
ucts made from at least 95 percent organic ingredients 
can carry the “USDA Organic” seal if the remaining 
ingredients are approved for use in organic products. 
Products with at least 70 percent organic ingredients 
may label those on the ingredient list. 

The bottom line: Processed organic food hasn’t been 
shown to be any more nutritious than processed con- 
ventional food. 


Cotton, coffee 

Cotton and coffee are two of the most pesticide- 
intensive crops in the world. Pesticide residues 
have been detected in the cottonseed huU, a 
secondary crop sold as a food commodity It’s 
estimated that as much as 65 percent of cotton 
production ends up in our food chain, whether 
directly through food or indirectly through the 
milk or meat of animals, according to a report by 
the Environmental Justice Foundation. Conven- 
tional coffee production also has contributed to 
the deforestation of the world’s rain forests. 


The bottom line: Pesticide residues generally are 
removed during the processing but the chemicals 
can have a huge effect on the local land, biodi- 
versity and the health of the workers involved. 
Though buying organic can help preserve en- 
vironmental health and support farmers who 
use ecological methods, “it’s more important 
to focus on the circumstances of growers 
and farms versus the product itself,” said 
food writer Corby Kummer, the author 
of “The Joy of Coffee.”

Have you ever heard a wine described as “oaky^’ or “wood/’ or won- 
dered what the term “aged in loo percent new oak barrels” means? 

Oak barrels are an important element in winemaking. Barrels not 
only provide a place for wines to sit during the maturing process, 
they contribute flavor and structure as well. Winemakers will use oak 
barrels very much the way a chef will use spices to add complexity and 
flavor. If your wine smells like baking spices, toast, caramel or vanilla, 
chances are it was aged in oak. 

There are several reasons why the oak tree is ideal for making bar- 
rels: The tight grain of the wood prevents liquid from seeping through, 
the flavor of the wood blends well with the fruit component of wine (as 
opposed to other types of wood such as pine, which can leave a medici- 
nal flavor), and oak is malleable and easy to shape into barrels. 

The two main sources of oak used in winemaking are American 
oak and French oak, and each is known for its distinct flavoring prop- 
erties. American oak also is used to age bourbon and is known for 
contributing flavors of coconut, dill, vanilla and baking spices such as 
cinnamon and nutmeg. French oak is subtler in flavor than American 
oak and imparts notes of vanilla, caramel and cloves. 

After a barrel has been used once the majority of the flavor from the 
oak has been extracted and by the third use, the flavoring potential is 
negligent. The term “aged in lOO percent new oak barrels” means all 
barrels were new, while the term “neutral oak” refers to older barrels. 

In addition to adding flavor, oak barrels are ideal in helping a wine 
age, as the pores in the wood allow the wine to be exposed to the 
proper amount of oxygen, facilitating the softening and mellowing of 
the texture. How long the wine spends in barrel is up to the winemak- 
er, but in general white wines spend six to 24 months in barrel, while 
heavier reds such as Cabernet Sauvignon can age 
36 months or more. 

Not all wines are destined to spend time in oak because oak barrels 
can be costly and certain varietals such as riesling or gewurztraminer 
are best enjoyed without the influence of oak.

If there’s one actress who could push a hard- 
charging docudrama about a 1970s all-girl 
band to the top of the box-office charts, it’s 
Kristen Stewart. 

So why isn’t that happening? 

“The Runaways,” which stars Stewart 
as femme-punk icon Joan Jett and Dakota 
Fanning as her bandmate-rival-lover Che- 
rie Currie, earned a paltry $800,000 in its 
opening weekend. For most limited releas- 
es, that number wouldn’t be horrible. But 
the film opened on 244 screens, meaning it 
averaged a measly $3,300 per screen. 

Given the Twi-hards you’d expect would 
turn out for a Stewart debut, those num- 
bers aren’t impressive. Pundits on Monday 


had plenty of reasons for 
the disappointing per- 
formance. Certainly the 
movie’s R-rating hurt; 
younger Stewart fans 
might have bought tick- 
ets had they not been 
restricted from doing so. 

But there may be 
a deeper lesson here 
about Stewart: For all 
her acting versatility, 
when she strays from her 
“Twilight” wheelhouse, 
the fans don’t roll with her. Her first post- 
“Twilight” movie, ‘Adventureland,” grossed 
just $16 million domestically 


A similar point could be in- 
ferred from Stewart’s “Twilight” 
co-star Robert Pattinson. With 
the romantic drama “Remem- 
ber Me,” Pattinson was echoing 
parts of his “Twilight” perfor- 
mance (the tortured-lover part). 
That should have locked up a 
chunk of his fan base, but the 
movie has grossed only $14 mil- 
lion in its first two weeks, giving 
it a per-screen opening of $3,600. 

Stewart’s and Pattinson’s ca- 
reers are evolving, and both prob- 
ably will take on a lot more roles by the time 
all is said and done. Still, the conventional 
wisdom is that “Twilight” marks the kind of 


all-consuming phenomenon that can mint 
stars who can take their audiences with 
them to other movies. But the past two 
weeks prove otherwise. 

Which brings us to the third leg in the 
“Twilight” tripod: Taylor Lautner, who has 
signed on for action-adventures such as 
“Stretch Armstrong” and the “Bourne ’’-like 
“Abduction.” 

Those movies sit in a far more commercial 
realm, but if Lautner is equally ill-equipped 
to bring his “Twilight” fan base within him, 
the career damage could run deeper. It’s one 
thing to take on a small romantic drama and 
go out meekly; it’s another to take on a big- 
budget franchise based on a Hasbro action 
figure.
